From the moment the closure was declared. the Republican 
¥ ajority in the Senate over-rode all opposition. The Senate has 
hitherto adopted all but two of the Foreign Relations Committee's 
reservations including the reservation to the United States of the 
right to increase its armaments without the consent of the Council 
of the League of Nations, whenever the United States is threatened 
by invasion or engaged in war; also, the right to permit the nation- 
als of a covenant-breaking State residing vutside that State, to 
trade with the nationals of the United States. The Demoerats have

LONDON ANT) PARTS MUCH CONCERNED. 


London, November 16. 

The decision of the Americsn Senate in adopting reservations 
practically nullifying thePeace Treaty has produced a situation which 
is viewed in London and Paris with much concern. The illness of 
President Wilaon at thin critical period increases the difficulty of 
forecasting any sofution. One uncertain factor is whether the 
American people approve or disappfove of the Senate's overthrowing 
the whole labour of their President at the Peace Conference. 


TRXT OF SHANTUNG RESERVATION, 


London, November 16 
A Washington message states that the following is the text of 


the Bhantung reservation adopted by the Senate: “The United: 


States withholds its assent to Articles 156, 157 and 158 and reserver 
to itself full tiberty of action jn respect to any contraversy whicl, 
may ariso under the said Articles between the Republic of China 
and the Enpire of Japan.”
